Connections and Setup 



Things to Consider Before You Connect 
Protect Against Power Surges 

• Connect all components before you plug any of their power cords into the wall outlet. 

• Turn off the TV and/ or components before you connect or disconnect any cables. 

• Make sure all antennas and cables are properly grounded. Refer to the Important Safeguards 
sheet packed with your DVD player. 

Protect Components from Overheating 

• Don't block ventilation holes on any of the components. Arrange the components so that air 
can circulate freely. 

• Don't stack components. 

• When you place components in a stand, make sure you allow adequate ventilation. 

• If you connect an audio receiver or amplifier, place it on the top shelf so the heated air from 
it won't flow around other components. 

Position Cables Properly to Avoid Audio Interference 

• Insert each cable firmly into the designated jack. 

• If you place components above the TV, route all cables down the side of the back of the TV 
instead of straight down the middle of the back of the TV. 

• If your antenna uses 300-ohm twin lead cables, do not coil the cables. Also, keep the twin 
lead cables away from audio/video cables. 

Connection Pictures 

Audio/ video cables are usually bundled together. For better visibility, the connection pictures in 
this book show each cable separately (audio left, audio right, and video) . 

Note: The illustrations in this book are representational, and in some instances may not exactly 
match the item represented. 

Types of Discs Your DVD Player will Play 

• DVD video discs - DVD video discs contain high quality picture and sound content. 

• Audio discs - Audio CDs contain musical or sound content only. 

• Video CDs - Like DVD discs, VCDs contain picture and sound content. VCDs hold less 
content that DVD discs. 

• CD-R (MP3 files) - CD-R discs with MP3 files recorded or downloaded on them..

Cables Needed to Connect Components to Your TV 

The pictures below show the cables needed for the connections represented in this book. 

Note: Audio/Video cables (A/V cables for short) are usually sold as a bundled set, but the connection pictures in this book show 
each cable separately for better visibility.

DVD Player + TV with Audio/Video Input Jacks 

1. Connect the audio cables to the AUDIO OUT L (left - white) and R (right - red) jacks on the 
back of your DVD Player, and to the corresponding Audio Input jacks on your TV. 

2. Connect the video cable. 

• Basic video connection - Connect the video cable (yellow) to the VIDEO OUT jack on the 
back of your DVD Player, and to the Video Input jack on your TV. 

OR 

• S-Video (optional) - If your TV has an S-Video Input jack, connect the S-Video cable to the 
S-VIDEO OUT jack on the back of your DVD Player and to the S-Video jack on your TV. If 
your TV doesn't have S-Video, use the basic video connection listed above. 

Note: Your cable or off-air connection to the television should not be affected by this connection. 
Connect your cable or off air antenna to your television as you normally would. You may need to 
consult your television manual for details.

1. Connect the audio cables to the AUDIO OUT L (left - white) and R (right - red) jacks on the 
back of your DVD Player, and to the corresponding Audio Input jacks on your TV.

• Basic video connection - Connect the video cable (yellow) to the VIDEO OUT jack on the 
back of your DVD Player, and to the Video Input jack on your TV. 

OR

Dolby Digital® and DTS® 

Both Dolby Digital and DTS are audio formats used to record 5.1-channel audio signals onto the 
digital track of film (while the film is being made) . Both of these formats provide up to six separate 
channels: left, right, center, left rear, right rear, and common subwoofer. 

The disc will play 5.1-channel sound only if you've connected a DTS or Dolby Digital receiver or 
decoder and if the original movie the disc was recorded from was encoded in the Dolby Digital or 
DTS format. 

Please Read This Before Using the DIGITAL AUDIO OUT Jack! 

This player's digital output jack is designed for a connection to a Dolby Digital or DTS receiver or 
decoder. 

Older digital equipment may not be compatible with the Dolby Digital bitstream. Such a connection can 
create a high level of noise that may be harmful to your ears, and could damage headphones or 
speakers. 

It is important to choose the correct Digital Output setting in the DVD Player's Sound menu, especially 
when you use the DIGITAL AUDIO OUT jack. For more information, see chapter 5.

To Connect the DVD Player 

1. Connect the left and right audio cables to your audio/video receiver and to the AUDIO OUT 
L (left - white) and R (right - red) jacks on the back of your DVD Player. 

2. If you have a Dolby Digital or DTS receiver, insert an optical digital cable (not provided) to 
the DIGITAL AUDIO OUT jack on the DVD player to the Digital Input jack on the back of the 
receiver. You must also set the Digital Ouput setting in the Sound menu (see chapter 5). 

3. Connect the video cable. 

• Basic video connection - Connect the video cable (yellow) to the VIDEO OUT jack on the 
back of your DVD Player, and to the Video Input jack on your TV. 

OR 

• S-Video (optional) - If your TV has an S-Video Input jack, connect the S-Video cable to the 
S-VIDEO OUT jack on the back of your DVD Player and to the S-Video jack on your TV. If 
your TV doesn't have S-Video, use the basic video connection listed above. 

4. Plug the power cord into an AC outiet.

To Connect the DVD Player 

1. Connect the left and right audio cables to your audio/video receiver and to the AUDIO OUT 
FRONT L (left - white) and R (right - red) jacks on the back of your DVD Player. 

2. Connect the video cable. 

• Basic video connection - Connect the video cable (yellow) to the VIDEO OUT jack on the 
back of your DVD Player, and to the Video Input jack on your TV. 

OR 

• S-Video - If your TV has an S-Video Input jack, connect the S-Video cable to the S-VIDEO 
OUT jack on the back of your DVD Player and to the S-Video jack on your TV. If your TV 
doesn't have S-Video, use the basic video connection listed above. 

3. Down Mix Audio (optional) - Connect the second set of AUDIO OUT jacks on the back of the 
DVD player to the AUDIO IN jacks on the back of the TV. This allows you to listen to discs 
without going through the receiver. For example, if it's late at night and you want to listen to a 
disc without 6-channel sound on, you can turn off the receiver and listen to the disc through 
the TV speakers. 

4. Connect the AC power cord to an AC outlet.

1. Connect the audio cables to the AUDIO OUT L (left - white) and R (right - red) jacks on the 
back of your DVD Player, and to the corresponding Audio Input jacks on your TV.

• Basic video connection - Connect the video cable (yellow) to the VIDEO OUT jack on the 
back of your DVD Player, and to the Video Input jack on your TV. 

OR

1 . ON'OFF Use to turn the power on and off. 

2. Pitch Controls pitch when playing karaoke discs. Press |? to lower the pitch. Each push of the button lowers the pitch 
one step, up to seven steps. Press # to raise the pitch. 

3. Disc Tray Press OPEN»CLOSE to open and close disc tray. 

4. OPEN'CLOSE Press to open and close the disc tray. 

5. Previous Moves to the beginning of the preceding tide, chapter, or track on a disc (in effect, "skipping" the tide, 
chapter, or track) . Press and hold to reverse through the DVD or CD; each subsequent press and hold increases the 
reverse speed. 

6. Next Moves to the beginning of the next title, chapter, or track on a disc (in effect, "skipping" the title, chapter, or 
track). Press and hold to forward through the DVD or CD; each subsequent press and hold increases the forward 
speed. 

7. SEARCH Turn the knob to the right for fast forward motion playback. Turn the knob to the left for fast reverse 
motion playback. 

8. STOP Stops disc play. 

9. PAUSE Pauses disc play. 

10. P.B.C. For Video CDs with playback control, turns playback control on/ off. 

11. REPEAT Accesses Repeat modes. 

12. SOUND Changes the audio language. 

13. GO BACK Returns to the previous menu. 

14. PLAY Begins disc play (and closes disc tray if open) . 

15. Front Panel Display (See following page for details.) 

16. Remote Sensor The sensor that reads signals from the remote. 

1 7. Echo Controls the amount of echo when playing a Karaoke disc. 

18. MIC LEVEL Controls the microphone volume level when playing a karaoke disc. 

19. MIC1/MIC2 Plug in a karaoke microphone here. 
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Install Batteries in the Remote

1. Remove the battery compartment cover on the back of the remote. 

2. Insert new batteries. Match the polarities (+ and -) on the batteries 
with the diagram on the remote. 

3. Put the battery compartment cover back on the remote. 



Important Battery Information 

• If you're not going to use the remote for a month or more, be sure 
to remove the batteries because they can leak and cause damage. 

• Dispose of batteries in the proper manner, according to federal, 
state, and local regulations. 

• Any battery may leak electrolyte if mixed with a different battery 
type, if inserted incorrecdy, if all batteries are not replaced at the 
same time, if disposed of in fire, or if an attempt is made to charge a 
battery not intended to be recharged. 

• Discard leaky batteries immediately. Leaking batteries can cause skin 
burns or other personal injury. 



Point the Remote in the Right Direction 

When you want the remote to operate the DVD Player, point the remote 
at the DVD Player, not the TV. The remote has to be pointed in the 
correct direction and toward the correct component in order for the 
remote control's signal to communicate with the sensor on the 
component. Make sure there is a clear path between the remote control 
and the component you want to operate so the signal isn't blocked. 



Turn on the TV and DVD Player 

1 . Turn on your TV and tune to the correct video input channel (see 
following page). 

2. Press the POWER button on the DVD remote or the ON«OFF 
button on the DVD player. 
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How to Find Your TV's Video Input Channel 

You need to tune your TV to the Video Input Channel (or S-Video Channel if you connected the S- 
Video cable to your TV and to your DVD Player) to see the DVD Player's menu and to see the 
content that's on a disc. The video channel on TVs varies for different brands and different 
models. In order for your DVD remote to work, your TV must be set on the correct video input 
channel. 

• If your TV brand is RCA, GE, or PROSCAN, press the TV button on the TV remote (not the 
DVD remote). Then press the INPUT button on the remote. 

• If you have another brand, consult your TV's Owner's Manual. 
If those options don't work, try one of the following options. 

• Press a button on the TV remote (see table below) . 

• Select it from the TV's menu system. 

• Tune directly to the DVD input channel by pressing a specific number (see table below) . 

• Go through all the channels in the channel list by pressing the channel up/ down buttons on 
the TV.

Remote Control Buttons 

(from left to right) 

This section describes what each button does when the remote is 
operating the DVD Player. 

INFO Brings up the Info Display. 

Dimmer Dims the display panel on the front of the player. The first press 
dims the display, the second press turns it off completely, and the third 
press returns the display to normal. 

OPEN/ CLOSE Press and hold to open and close the disc tray. 

Number buttons (1-9) Use the number buttons to input information 
such as chapter numbers, track numbers, or to make selections on some 
menu screens. 

Number buttons (0/10 and +10) The 0/10 button is used to enter a zero 
or a 10. The +10 button is used to enter numbers larger than 10. For the 
number 11, press +10 and 1. For 12, press +10 and 2, etc. The +10 button 
is also used to enter 2-digit numbers larger than 19. Each consecutive 
press of the button increases by ten. For example, press +10 twice for the 
number 20. So, if you press the +10 button 3 times, the number displayed 
is 30. For the number 34, you would press the +10 button three times and 
the 4 button once. 

PLAY MODE Press this button to access the Play Mode info banner to 
set random and program playback. 

INDEX Displays a pictorial index of chapters or tracks. 

TIME SEARCH Allows you to select a tide or chapter and begin playback 
from that point. 

REMAIN Shows the remaining plaback time of tides and chapters. 

RESUME Continues playback from point where playback was stopped. 

REV Press this button during playback to reverse the disc one frame at a 
time. 

FWD Press this button during playback to advance through the disc one 
frame at a time. 

SLOW Plays content in slow motion. 

ZOOM Zooms in on picture. 

SETUP Accesses the DVD player's menu system. 

GUIDE Accesses the DVD disc guide (if available). 

MENU Brings up the DVD player menu. 

II Press this button to pause disc play. For DVD discs, press again to play 
forward a frame at a time. 
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PLAY/OK Begins disc play and selects menu items.

STOP Stops disc play. 

Arrow buttons Use the arrow buttons (left, right, up, and down) to 
move through the on-screen menus. You highlight a menu item by 
pressing the arrow buttons and select a highlighted item by pressing the 
OK button. 

GO BACK Returns you to the previous menu. 
CLEAR Clears on-screen displays from screen. 

A-B Allows you repeat a portion of the disc from a designated point (A) 
to another designated point (B). 

REPEAT Press this button to bring up the Repeat info banner. You can 
repeat part or all of a chapter, track, or an entire disc. 

PITCH Controls pitch when playing karaoke. 

SUBTITLE When a disc is playing, press this button to show the 
Subtide banner (if the disc was created with subtitles) . 

SOUND Switches between Stereo and Mono. 

ANGLE Press this button to access various camera angles on a disc (if 
the disc contains multiple camera angles) . 

VOLUME +/- Adjusts the volume level. 

AUDIO Allows you to select a different language to play a DVD disc in 
(provided the disc was authored with multiple languages) . 

MUTE Lowers the volume to an inaudible level.

Playing DVDs 



Regional Coding 

Both the DVD player and the discs are coded by region. These regional codes must match in 
order for the disc to play. If the codes don't match, the disc won't play. This player's code is 
region 1. 

Using Different Menus 

Each disc is programmed with different features. There are three separate ways you can use to 
access features: 

• The Disc menu - The Disc menu is part of each disc and is separate from the DVD player's 
menu. The contents of each disc menu varies according to how the disc was authored and 
what features are included. The disc menu is turned on and off (while the disc is playing) with 
the MENU button on the remote. 

• The DVD player menu - The DVD player's menu system is accessed only when a disc isn't 
playing. Press MENU on the remote to bring up the DVD player menu. 

Remember that a feature will only work if the disc was programmed with that feature. For 
example, if you have subtides turned on, the subtides will only appear if the disc was created with 
subtides. If a menu item is "grayed out" it means that item isn't available. 

• Information Banners - Banners are a type of information display that appear across the top of 
the screen during playback. Information banners are activated by pressing the INFO button 
on the remote. 



Loading and Playing Discs 

Your DVD player plays DVD discs and audio CD discs. Before you load a disc, make sure that it is 
compatible with the player. The following discs CANNOT be used with this player: 

• Laserdiscs 

• CD-I, CD-ROM (computer-only discs) , CD-RW, DVD-ROM 

• Discs recorded using other broadcast standards (i.e. PAL or SECAM) 

• CD-G discs play audio only, not graphics 
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To Load and Play a Disc 

Turn on the TV and your DVD player (press ON # OFF on the player or the remote control).

1. Press the OPEN»CLOSE button on the remote control or the front 
of the DVD Player. 

2. Place a disc gently into the tray with the disc's label facing up 
(double-sided discs have content on both sides, so you can place 
either side up). 

3. Press the OPEN»CLOSE or PLAY button on the front of the player 
to close the disc tray. 

The DVD Player reads the disc's table of contents, and then one of 
three things happens depending on how the disc was programmed: 

• The disc starts playing. 

• The disc menu appears on the screen. One of the options will 
start disc play. Highlight that option and press OK. 

• The DVD Player's main menu appears on the screen. Press the 
PLAY/OK button on the remote. 

When you stop playing a disc, the player remembers where you stopped. 
When you start playing the disc again, the DVD Player picks up where 
you left off. To begin the tide over, press STOP twice. 



Using a Disc Menu 



A disc is capable of having an on-screen menu that is separate from the 
DVD player's menu system and on-screen information banners. The disc 
menu might only contain a list of the titles and chapters, or it may allow 
you to change features such as language and playback settings. 

Note: "Default settings " are the settings that the player will default to 
each time it is turned on. 

Any settings you change with the disc menu only temporarily override the 
default settings. 

Use the Setup Menu of the DVD player to change the default settings (See 
chapter 6 ). 

Although the content and operation of disc menus varies from disc to 
disc, the following example will give you an idea of what to expect. 



Tip 

Many discs skip the disc 
menu and start playing 
automatically. To access 
the disc menu when 
you're playing a disc, 
press MENU on the 
remote.

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DVD Playback Features 

Fast Motion Playback (Picture Scan) 

You can search in forward or reverse mode. 

1. Press the REV or FWD button on the remote during playback to 
search through a disc. 

2. Press the button again on the remote to search at the next speed. 
Picture Scan has 4 speeds. With each consecutive press of the button, 
the search speed increases. If you press the button more than 5 
times, Picture Scan cycles back to normal playback. 

3. Press the PLAY/OK button on the remote to resume normal 
playback. 



In the above example, the picture 
advances 2 frames at a time. 



Slow Motion Playback 

1. Press SLOW on the remote for forward slow motion playback. 

2. Press the button again to decrease the speed. With each consecutive 
press of the SLOW button, the playback speed decreases. For 
example, The first press of the SLOW button plays back at 1/2 
speed, , the second press plays back at 1/4 speed, etc. 

3. To resume normal playback, press PLAY/OK or keep pressing the 
REV button until normal playback is resumed. 

Skipping Chapters 

Use the button to go to the next chapter and the l<4^ button to go 
to the previous chapter. 




Freeze Frame and Frame Advance 

1. Press II once to freeze playback. 

2. Press of the II button again to advance the picture one frame at a 
time. 

3. Press PLAY/OK to resume normal playback. 
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Play Mode 
Random 

The Random option plays a disc's chapters in random order. If there is more than one tide, the 
tide with the most chapters is selected. If there is more that one title and all titles have an equal 
amount of chapters, the first tide is selected. If each title has only one chapter each, the titles/ 
chapters will be played in random order. 

1. Press STOP twice to stop playback. 

2. Press PLAY MODE on the remote control (the Play Mode info banner appears) . 

3. Press the PLAY MODE button until the Random option is displayed. 

4. Press PLAY/OK. 

To stop Random playback, press STOP and PLAY/ OK to resume normal playback. 

Program 

The Program playback option allows you to enter the order in which you 
want chapters to play. 

1. Press STOP twice to stop playback. 

2. Press PLAY MODE on the remote control (the Play Mode info 
banner appears) . 

3. Press the PLAY MODE button until the PROGRAM option is 
displayed. 

4. Use the number buttons to enter the chapters/ tracks in the order 
you want them to play. 

5. Press PLAY/OK. The chapters will play in the programmed order. 

To stop Program playback, press STOP and PLAY/OK to resume normal 
playback. 




In the example above, the first chapter in 
the program will be the fifth chapter. 
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Selecting a Title Number 

1. Press the TIME SEARCH button on the remote control to bring up the Info Display. 

2. Use the left/ right arrow keys to highlight the Title number. Use the number buttons to enter 
the title you want to play. 

Selecting a Chapter Number 

1. Press the TIME SEARCH button on the remote control to bring up 
the Info Display. 

2. Use the left/ right arrow keys to highlight the Chapter number. Use 
the number buttons to enter the chapter you want to play. 

Notes: 

These features won 't work with a DVD without title and chapter 
numbers. 

Using Time Search to Enter an Elapsed Time

number is highlighted. Use the number Title 
buttons on the remote to enter the desired 

chapter number. 1. Press the TIME SEARCH button twice (The time prompt appears in 

place of the Chapter information) . 

2. Use the number buttons to enter the elapsed time you want to go to 
in that title. For example, entering 01:35:12 will start playback one 
hour, thirty-five minutes and twelve seconds into the title. 

Note: Use the 0/10 button to enter zeros. For example, to enter 01:21:36, 
press the 0/10 button, then the 1, then the 2, etc. 

Remaining Play Time 

You can use the REMAIN button on the remote to see the remaining 
time of a title, chapter or track. 

1. Press the INFO button to bring up the Info Display. 

2. Press the REMAIN button on the remote. The currently elapsed time 
is displayed. 

3. Press REMAIN again. The remaining running time of the currendy 
playing tide is displayed. 

4. Press REMAIN a third time. The elapsed chapter time is displayed. 

5. Press the REMAIN button a fourth time. The remaining time for the 
currently playing chapter is displayed. 

6. Press CLEAR to clear the display from the screen. 
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The Index Feature 

The index feature displays small pictures or "thumbnails" of each chapter on the disc.

When the SUBTITLES button is pressed, 
the Info Display shows the number of 
available subtitles and the currently 
selected subtitle. 



1. Press STOP twice. 

2. Press the INDEX button (the index may take a moment to load) . 

3. The screen displays thumbnails of the first nine chapters. Each 
thumbnail has a number in the corner. You can select and play a 
chapter by pressing that number on the remote. 

4. To view the next nine thumbnails, press the button to go forward 
and the m button to go to the previous page. 

5. To exit the index without making a selection, press the STOP 
button. 



Subtitles 

When a DVD is recorded with subtides, you can use the Subtitle feature 
to view the subtides on-screen. To turn subtides on: 

1. Press the SUBTITLES button on the remote. The Info Banner 
displays the default subtitle language and the number of subtide 
languages available. If no subtides are available, the screen displays 
NO SUBTITLE. 

2. Press the SUBTITLE button again to turn subtitles on. The subtitles 
will be displayed in the default language. To display subtides in a 
different language, press the SUBTITLES button to scroll through 
the available subtitles. 

3. To turn subtitles off, press the SUBTITLES button until subtides are 
off. 

Note: If the disc does not contain this language, the disc's default 
language is automatically selected. 



Changing the Audio Language 

When a DVD is recorded with multiple soundtracks, you can use the 
Audio feature to temporarily change the audio language (the language 
of the soundtrack) . 

1. During disc playback, press AUDIO on the remote (the audio 
language banner appears) . 

2. Press the AUDIO button to scroll through available languages. 

Note: When you play a disc the player's default audio language is 
selected. If the disc does not contain this language, the disc's default 
language is automatically selected. 

This feature is disc-dependent, and may not work with all DVDs. 
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Changing the Camera Angle 

Some DVDs contain multiple angles of a particular scene or sequence. 

1. During disc playback, press ANGLE on the remote. (The angle icon appears. If no additional 
camera angles are available, the Q symbol will be displayed.) 

2. If multiple camera angles are available, the ANGLE icon displays the current angle number 
and the number of angles available. For example, 1/4 indicates that angle one is being 
displayed, and there are four different angles available. 

3. Press the ANGLE button again to go to the next camera angle. 

4. To resume normal playback, scroll through the camera angles until ANGLE turns off. 

Note: This feature does not work when a DVD has not been recorded with a multi-camera angle 
system. 

Using the Repeat Feature 

There are four repeat options: 

• Off 

• Chapter - repeats the chapter that is playing 

• Title - repeats the tide that is playing 

• A-B Repeat - repeats a selected segment of the disc 

To Repeat a Chapter or Title: 

The REPEAT button toggles between chapter repeat, title repeat and off. 

1. While a disc is playing, press REPEAT (the repeat banner appears) . 

2. Press REPEAT again to turn on chapter repeat. The current chapter 
will repeat until you turn REPEAT off or select title repeat. 

3. To repeat a tide, push the REPEAT button again. 

4. To turn repeat off, press the REPEAT button until REPEAT OFF is 
displayed. 

Press the REPEAT button to select Title or 
Chapter Repeat. 
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Use A-B Repeat to set a specified segment 
to repeat. 



A-B Repeat 

A-B Repeat lets you repeat a specific segment on the DVD that you 
define. 

1. At the start of the segment you want to repeat, Press the A-B button 
on the remote. The Info Display shows "REPEAT A." 

2. Allow the movie to play to the end of the segment you want to mark. 
You must let the movie play in standard playback mode to set the B 
point in A-B Repeat. If you rewind or fast-forward, A-B Repeat is 
cancelled. 

3. Press A-B again to set the B point. 

4. The segment that you set plays until you turn off Repeat. To turn A-B 
repeat off, press A-B to resume normal playback.

Loading and Playing an Audio CD 

Before you load a disc, make sure that it is compatible with the player. Note that the following discs 
CANNOT be used with this player: 

• Laserdisc 

• CD-I, CD-ROM, DVD-ROM 

• MiniDisc 

• CD-G discs play audio only, not graphics 

Load and Play an Audio CD 

Press the OPEN»CLOSE button on the front of the DVD player. 
Place a disc gently into the tray with the disc's label facing up. 
Press OPEN»CLOSE or PLAY to close the disc tray. 

The DVD player reads the disc's table of contents and displays the total number of tracks and 
the total playing time. 

Press PLAY to begin playback. 

Press STOP to stop playback. 

Audio CD Playback Features 

When playing audio CDs, your DVD player has many of the same features that your CD player has, 
including track skip, repeat play, and programmed playback. 

Skipping Tracks 

The Info Display shows the current track and the elapsed playing time of that track. Use the 
button to go to the next track and the 1-^^ button to go to the previous track. 

Time Search 

You can use the TIME SEARCH feature to go to a specific point in a 
track. 

1. Press the TIME SEARCH button. A prompt appears beneath the 
Track number in the Info Display. 

2. Use the number buttons to enter the elapsed time you want to go 
to in that track. For example, entering 01:36 will start playback one 
minute and thirty-six seconds into the track. 

Note: Use the 10/0 button to enter zeros. For example, to enter 01:36, 
press the 10/0 button, then the 3, then the 6. 



Use the Time Search feature to go to an 
elapsed time in a track. 
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Remaining Play Time 

You can use the REMAIN button on the remote to see the remaining time of a track. 

1. Press the REMAIN button on the remote. The remaining play time for that track is displayed 
underneath the track number. 

2. Press REMAIN again to see the remaining play time of the entire disc. 

Play Mode 
Random 

The Random option plays a disc's tracks in random order. 

1 . Press STOP to stop playback. 

2. Press PLAY MODE on the remote control (the Play Mode info banner appears). 

3. Press the PLAY MODE button until the Random option is displayed. 

4. Press Play. 

To stop Random playback, press STOP and RESUME to resume normal playback or press PLAY 
MODE until the Continue option is displayed. 

Program 

The Program playback option allows you to enter the order in which you 
want tracks to play. 

1 . Press STOP to stop playback. 

2. Press PLAY MODE on the remote control (the Play Mode info 
banner appears) . 

3. Press the PLAY MODE button until the Program option is displayed. 

4. Use the number buttons to enter the first track you want to play. As 
soon as you enter a number, The Info display shows the order 
number followed by a colon and the track number. 

5. Enter the remaining tracks in the order you want them to play. 

6. Press PLAY. 

To stop Program playback, press STOP and PLAY to resume normal 
playback, or press PLAY MODE until the Continue option is displayed. 




In the example above, the first in the 
Program Play list will be track 5. 
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Using the Repeat Feature 

There are three repeat options: 

• Disc - repeats the entire disc 

• Track - repeats the track that is playing 

• A-B Repeat - repeats a selected segment of the disc 

To Repeat a Track or Disc: 

1. While a disc is playing, press REPEAT (the repeat banner appears and displays Repeat one) . 

2. The current track will repeat until you turn REPEAT off or select REPEAT ALL to repeat the 
entire disc. 

3. To repeat the entire disc, press REPEAT again (The repeat banner displays Repeat Alt). 

4. To turn repeat off, press the REPEAT button until "REPEAT OFF" is displayed.

Playing Video CDs 



What is a Video CD? 

Like DVD video discs, Video CDs contain picture and sound content. Video CDs (VCDs) are 
encoded in a different format. VCDs don't hold as much information as DVD discs and the picture 
quality is not as high. 

VCDs can have more than one title. Each title is divided into tracks (similar to chapters on a DVD 
disc). 

The Video CD Disc Menu 

A Video CD disc is capable of having an on-screen menu that is separate from the DVD player's 
menu system and on-screen information banners. If the disc has a menu, the menu will appear 
after the disc is loaded into the player. 

The content and operation of disc menus varies from disc to disc. Check the instructions that 
accompany the Video CD for more information on how to use the playback control functions for 
that specific disc. 

If a disc menu appears: 

1. Use the number buttons on the remote to select a track (similar to a title) . 

2. Press PLAY/OK on the remote to begin playback of the selected track. 

3. Press or m on the remote to scroll through the tracks. 

4. Press the STOP button on the remote to stop playback and return to the disc menu. 
To bring up the disc menu during disc play, press the MENU button on the remote. 

If the Video CD Has Playback Control 

If a disc is encoded with the playback control function, a menu screen appears after the disc is 
loaded into the player. 

1. Use the number buttons on the remote to select a track. 

2. Press PLAY/ OK to begin playback of the selected track. 

3. Press or m on the remote to scroll through the tracks. 

4. Press GO BACK to stop playback and return to the menu or press STOP to stop playback and 
remove the menu from the screen. 

Bypassing Playback Control 

If a Video CD has playback control, you can bypass the disc's menu by following these steps when 
you first load the discs. 

1. Press STOP to put the player in the stop mode. 

2. Use the number buttons on the remote to enter the desired track number, and then press 
PLAY/ OK When playback begins, the disc will respond as if it is not in the Playback Control 
mode. 
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Resuming Playback Control 

To resume the Playback Control mode, press MENU (the disc's menu appears) . 

Using the Time Search Feature 

You can use the Time Search feature to begin playback from any point on the disc (in the 
currendy playing title) by entering the elapsed time. For example, if you have a favorite scene 
that begins 12:34 minutes into the movie, you can go directly to that point in the title. 

1. Press the TIME SEAPvCH button on the remote (the time search prompt will be displayed). 

2. Enter the elapsed time where you want to begin playback. As soon as you enter the last 
number, playback will begin from the time that you specified. 

Note: This feature does not work in Playback Control mode. 

A*B Repeat 

A-B Repeat lets you repeat a specific segment on the DVD that you define. The segment will 
repeat until you turn it off. 

1. At the start of the segment you want to repeat, Press the A-B button 
on the remote. The Info Display shows "REPEAT A." 

2. Allow the movie to play to the end of the segment you want to mark. 
You must let the movie play in standard playback mode to set the B 
point in A-B Repeat. If you rewind or fast-forward, A-B Repeat is 
cancelled. 

3. Press A-B again to set the B point. 

4. The segment that you set plays until you turn A-B Repeat off. To turn

1. With no disc playing, press SETUP (the main menu appears) . 

2. Use the arrow buttons to highlight the DISPLAY option. Press PLAY/ 
OK to select (The DISPLAY menu is displayed). 

3. Use the up/down arrow buttons to highlight the IMAGE option. 
The image display options appear on the right. 

4. Press the right arrow button to move to the image options. Use the 
up/down arrow buttons to highlight the desired image display. 
When an option is highlighted, the option description appears at the 
bottom of the screen. 

5. Press PLAY/OK to select the option. 

6. Press the left arrow button to return to the Display menu options on 
the left. To return to the main menu, highlight the MAIN MENU 
option and press PLAY/OK. 

4x3 P&S — Choose this setting if you want the movie to fill the entire 
screen of your TV. This might mean that parts of the picture (the left and 
right edges) won't be seen. 

Most discs produced in a widescreen format can't be cropped in this 
fashion. This means the black bars will appear at the top and the bottom 
of the screen. 

4x3 LB — Choose this setting if you want to see movies in their original 
aspect ratio (height-to-width ratio). You'll see the entire frame of the 
movie, but it will take up a smaller portion of the screen vertically. The 
movie might appear with black bars at the top and bottom of the screen. 

16 x 9 Wide — Choose this setting if your DVD Player is connected to a 
widescreen TV. If you choose this setting and you don't have a 
widescreen TV, the images on the screen may appear distorted due to 
vertical compression. 

If you play a disc recorded in 4 x 3 format on a widescreen TV, the left 
and right side of the screen will appear black. 
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Standard 

This feature can be used to select a different color system according to the type of TV being used. 
The TV Type is preset for you and should not be changed. 

Angle 

The Angle icon is displayed when there is more than one camera angle available for the scene that 
is playing. If you don't want the Angle icon displayed on-screen, you may turn it off. 

1. With no disc playing, press SETUP (the main menu appears) . 

2. Use the arrow buttons to highlight the Display option. Press PLAY/OK to select (The Display 
menu is displayed) . 

3. Use the up/down arrow buttons to highlight the Angle option. The angle choices appear on 
the right. 

4. Press the right arrow button to move to the angle choices. Use the up/down arrow buttons to 
highlight the desired choice. 

5. Press PLAY/OK to select the choice. 

6. Press the left arrow button to return to the Display menu options on the left. To return to the 
main menu, highlight the Main Menu option and press PLAY/OK. 

Menu Language 

Use this feature to change the language for the player's on-screen menu 
system. The default is English. 

1. With no disc playing, press SETUP (the main menu appears) . 

2. Use the arrow buttons to highlight the Display option. Press PLAY/ 
OK to select (The Display menu appears) . 

3. Use the up/down arrow buttons to highlight the Language option. 
The language choices appear on the right. 

4. Press the right arrow button to move to the language choices. Use 
the up/down arrow buttons to highlight the desired language.
